HOUSES 
BUILT 
OF 
COTTON. 


Of all substances apparently the least 
likely to be used in the construction of a 
fire-proof building, cotton would perhaps 
take the first rank and paper the second ; 
and yet both these materials, says the In ­ 
dustrial World, arc actually being employed 
for the purpose indicated, and their nee 
will probably extend, 
Compressed paper 
pulp ¡3 successfully used in the manufact­ 
uro of doors, wall panclings, and for other 
similar purposes, with the result that all 
risk of warping ami cracking ¡9 obviated, 
while increased lightnc»* is attained and 
the fear of dry rot is forever banished. 
Papier-mache, after having served a useful 
purpose in au unobtrusive manner fur years 
as a material for small trays, paper knives, 
and other such light articles, has now sud­ 
denly assumed a still more im portant posi­ 
tion in the industrial world. 
A still moro 
sudden and striking advance has been made 
in the employment of cotton as a building 
material. A prepaiaticn called celluloid, in 
which cotton Í3 a leading ingredient, has been 
used lately as a substitute for ivory in the 
manufacture of such articles as billiard 
balls and paper cutters ; and now a Cana­ 
dian manufacturer has invented a process 
by which compressed cotton may be used 
not merely for doors and window frames, 
but for the whole facade of large build­ 
ings. The enormous and increasing demand 
for paper for its normal uses as a printing 
and writing material, prevents the ex­ 
tended use of papier-mache as a building 
material, for which it is so well suited in 
so many ways ; but the production of cot­ 
ton Í3 practically unlimited, and there 
seems to be a large field available for its 
use in its new capacity as a substitute fcr 
bricks—or a t least 
plaster—and wood. 
Treated with certain chemicals and com­ 
pressed, it can be made perfectly fireproof 
and as hard as stone, absolutely air and 
damp proof ; and a material Í3 thns pro­ 
duced admirably adapted for the lining— 
internal and external — of buildings of 
which the shell may or may not be con­ 
structed of other material, while it easily 
lends itself to decorative purposes. 


An I n s e c t D e s t r o y e r .—Reports come 
from Australia that the leaves of the euca­ 
lyptus, spread on the ground beneath frnit 
trees, are a perfect protection from ¡Dsects. 
It is added that another way of protecting 
fruit trees is to bind strips of eucalyptus 
bark around their trunks. 
It was noticed 
in Los Angeles last fall that some orange 
trees which were planted in close proximity 
to eucalyptus trees had escaped the attacks 
of the scale, while other orange trees, 
further irom the eucalyptus trees, were in­ 
fested by the insect. 
It is well known in 
California that eucalyptus leaves strewn on 
tho floor will rid a room of fleas, and the 
tree itself seems to enjoy absolute im­ 
munity from insect pests. 
Orchaidists 
would do well to experiment with euca­ 
lyptus as a remedy for insect enemies of 
fruit. 
A strong infusion of leaves might 
be advantageously used as a wash in come 
cases.—[People’s Causa.

given rise to so many fears, but tbe mas­ 
sive granite masonry with which this part 
of the passage is stayed seems admirably 
adapted to its purpose, nnd shows no sign 
of yielding to tbe immense pressure that 
weighs upon it. 
The ventilation is good, 
and no inconvenience was experienced from 
the temperature. 
The tunnel is lighted 
with lamps placed a kilometer apart.

GARFIELD AND ROSECKA*S. 
The controversy which has suddenly 
sprung np over an alleged letter of General 
Garfield's, depreciatory of General Itosc- 
crans, appears to have been deliberately 
Bet on foot fur the purpose of injuring the 
memory of tho dead President. In such a 
case it is for the most part impossible for 
the friends of the deceased to give the true 
explanation of the difficulty. 
Possibly 
the circumstances uuder which this letter 
was written may have been known only 
to cne or two persons. Possibly the letter 
is a forgery. Unhappily forged letters are 
no new infamy in our politics, and, equally 
unfortunately, there are men high iu politi­ 
cal position who oan be thought capable of 
consenting to the employment of even such 
base means to compass their ends. In the 
absence of all knowledge as to tho genu­ 
ineness of the letter, or the facts alleged in 
it, it is of course impossible to suggest any 
explanation ; but it appears that outside of 
this letter all that can be brought forward 
iu evidence of the nature of Garfield’s 
opinion concerning his old commander 
flatly contradicts its alleged positions. 
Now it is highly improbable that Garfield 
was going about defending aud praia ng 
General Rosecrana in all companies, at 
the same time that he was writing 
accusatory letters to Judge Chase about 
him. Indeed such a course would not 
merely have been that of a hypocrite, but 
that of a fool ¡ aud we do not think that 
anything the world knows of Garfield will 
justify it in suspecting him of having 
been either the one or the other. In a 
comparison of credibilities, in fact, it 
must be iceu at once to be far mere prob­ 
able that Garfield did not write this letter, 
than that having written it he should have 
maintained toward General Rosecrans the 
attitude he did. We do not credit General 
Rosocrans w ith too much sagacity or good 
judgment, but we should have thought 
that he would have possessed better sense 
than to jump to the conclusion that this 
letter was genuine, apparently for no 
other reason than because it violated every 
previous conception he had formed in re­ 
gard to tho character of General Garfield. 
Such a precipitation in forming an ill opin­ 
ion on inadequate data indeed suggests the 
uncomplimentary idea that if Garfield did 
not write the letter, he would have been 
fully justified in doing so. 


sekGcAnt m ason. 
Sergeant Mason has been sentenced to 
dishonorable discharge from the service, 
and eight years' imprisonment in a peni­ 
tentiary. This is the military punishment 
for missing GuNcau. We are somewhat 
curious to know what the sentence would 
have been if the Sergeant had rot missed 
him. No doubt it was extremely wrong of 
this soldier to shoot at the assassin with­ 
out hitting him, and wo sre well awaro 
that military law has no leniency for such 
offenses. When a soldier firrs he ought to 
kill, since that is what he is for. We be­ 
lieve that the Court-martial also found 
fault with tho prisoner for having fired 
upan a prisoner he was set to guard, 
and possibly that offense was ostensibly 
the basis of the judgment of the Court. 
The general sentiment will be in favor of 
pardoning the prisoner as soon as possible. 
While the assassin of Garfield still sur­ 
vives there is a very grim anachronism in 
visitiDg penalties upon one who assailed 
that assassin. It would seem that though 
it is easy enough to punish a man who tries 
to kill an assassin, it is by no means so 
easy to punish that assassin. 
Mason con­ 
signed to a penitentiary, and Gritcaa un­ 
hanged, are facts which do not look well 
when placed together. 


J udge Waymlre, of the*Superior Court 
of San Francisco, has dissolved the injunc­ 
tion restraining the Sheriff of Sacramento 
county from selling the Central Pacific 
Railroad property for taxes, on the ground 
that the remedy sought is not the proper 
one. The tax suits of which this is ono 
have been made the theme of much decla. 
mation against the railroad company, 
which has been roundly accused of a 
desire to escape taxation. In some of the 
counties W’here payment of the railroad 
taxes has been resisted, the dearth of county 
revenue has so endangered the continuance 
of proper government as to add greatly 
to the popular feéling on the subject. We 
admit that this is by no means unnatural. 
Whenever a wealthy corporation 
is 
concerned there is a disposition to regard 
it with unfriendliness, aud to Euspect it of 
a desire to evade the fulfillment of its du­ 
ties. But though it may be hard to re­ 
aliza that a corporation is entitled to pre­ 
cisely the same fairness of treatment in 
these matters as individuals enjoy, the 
fact is so, and unless it be admitted it will 
never be possible to avoid misunderstand­ 
ings. In all these tax cases it is claimed, 
on behalf of the corporation, that it has 
been unjustly assessed, and it must be said 
plainly that the proof of this assertion 
appears to have been made in nearly every 
case. The assessments seem to have been 
based on an extra-legal hypothesis that 
because the campan}' was rich it ought to 
pay higher taxes in proportion than other 
taxpayers. The State Board of Equal­ 
ization has prcc-.eded on this assumption, 
and the result has been the addition of 
perhaps 40 per cent, more taxes than the 
facts justified, to the assessment- roll. 
The popular theory seem3 to be that the 
lailroad ought to have paid whatever M as 
demanded, and that because it has not 
done this, but ka3 protested and resisted, 
therefore it is highly culpable. In some 
counties there has actually been a dispo­ 
sition to deprive it of tho ordinary pro­ 
tection of the law because it declined to 
pay what it held to be exorbitant taxes ; 
and almost everywhere it has been de­ 
nounced as though there could be no 
^juities on its side. 
But it must be 
realized that if either an individual or a 
corporation yields without protest or oppo­ 
sition to a method of taxation which he or 
it believes to be in the nature of confis­ 
cation, the result will be to sanction and 
perpetuate the %Tong, and even to facili­ 
tate its further expansion. 
The real 
question at issue is whether or not the 
railroad ha3 been assessed too high. If 
proof is advanced in support of that posi­ 
tion the justification of the company’s 
resistance mnst be regarded as complete ; 
for it certainly cannot be expected or re­ 
quired by a justice-loving people that any 
of their members, whether joined as cor­ 
porators, or individually, shall be Eingled 
out for discriminating and excessive tax­ 
ation. 
Ar.d it is necessary to lay stress upon the 
fact yiat the alleged failure of the railroad 
to pay its taxes is attributable, in the case 
above stated, not to its own indisposition 
to meet any ju3t demands, but to the in­ 
equity of the proceedings by which it has 
been sought to make it bear far more than 
its just share of the common burden. Had 
the assessments been reasonable; had 
they been 
made 'upon 
the same 
basis as those of individuals ; had they fol­ 
lowed the provisions of the Constitution 
faithfully ; there would not have been any 
resistance to them, aud consequently the 
county treasuries could long since have 
been replenished. And though the people 
of any county are apt to tegard their own 
interests alone in a matter of this kind, it 
must be remembered that the interests of 
the railroad are involved in every county 
in which they are taxed, and that the 
aggregate of their State and county tax­ 
ation is a very considerable amount—so 
considerable that they are bound, by every 
business principle, to keep it as low as pos­ 
sible. 
Nor does the company appear to have any 
remedy in the Courts, save by such recourse 
as may stave off action. The existence 
of just ground for remonstrance and com­ 
plaint on the part of the railroad has been 
recognized by tho Courts ; but at the same 
time these tribunals have declared that 
the methods adopted to prevent the con­ 
summation of the wrong were improper or 
inadequate. Under the circumstances the 
company Í3 hard bested; but even if it 
should be compelled eventually to pay the 
excessive taxes demanded of it, it is clear 
that the question will net be permanently 
settled, because nothing is ever settled un­ 
til it is settled right. The establishment, 
no matter under what color of law, of the 
power of the State or the counties to dis­ 
criminate unjustly against corporations in 
matters of taxation, would really be quite 
as injurious to the people as to the cor­ 
porations. 
That is the only tolerable 
method of taxation which falls so equably 
upon all that none can find in it 
any justification for resistance. When 
greed or recklessness 
or 
prejudice 
briBgs about unfair assessments, there must 
be opposition, and it is scarcely possible 
that in such cases the superior power of the 
people cau be so summarily exerted as to 
prevent great waste and loss through the 
withholding of funds which otherwise 
would have been made available at once. 
Tne moral of these tax suits, in short, is, 
that for the maintenance of the most satis­ 
factory relations between the State and its 
component parís, exact and even-handed 
justice is indispensable ; and that whenever 
this requirement is ignored or disregarded, 
the surface advantages of such a course are 
sure to be much more than counterbalanced 
by the friction which injustice always sets 
np. Those who seek justice must do jus­ 
tice ; and those who countenance wrong 
because of prejudice will find it a costly 
indulgence in the end. 


THE SUNDAY LAW DECISION. 
Four Justices of the Supreme Court have 
decided the Sunday law constitutional, 
and three Justices have expressed the 
opinion that it is not constitutional. This 
establishes the validity of the law so far as 
the statute book is concerned, but so far as 
public opinion is concerned it leaves the 
question pretty much where it was. The 
Supreme Court, indeed, has managed to 
contribute so mauy diverse opinions on the 
subject, that people of both sides can 
equip themselves with arguments. Some 
of the Judges think the religious question 
does not enter into the decision at all. 
Others hold that the religious question con­ 
stitute* the foundation of it. Some think 
that the Legislature has a perfect right to 
make Sunday laws. Others maintain that 
it haa no such right. The strongest con­ 
sideration on this side of the question ap­ 
pears to ua to have been advanced by the 
dissenting Judges, and its clearest pre­ 
sents t ou is in the opinion of Justice 
Sharpsti in, who observes : “ If it be neces- 
“ sarytbat people eboulJ rest one day in 
11 seven, and unnecessary that they should 
“ rest two days in seven, and wholly imma- 
“ terial on what day they reat, it was 


“ the duty of the Legislature to take no- 
“ tice of the fact that many people 
“ are constrained by their religion to 
“ rest on the seventh day of the week, and 
“ to bave excepted them from the opera- 
“ tion of the Sunday law. * * It is 
" impossible for a person whose religion 
14 constrains him to observe the seventh 
41 day of each week to live up to the re­ 
quirem ents of his religion, and at the 
44 same time obey tho law, without sacri- 
41 ficing one day more each week than the 
44 person whose religion constrains him the 
“ first day, or the one who is not con­ 
strain ed by religion to observe any. It 
44 does eeern to me that this constitutes a 
44 discrimination or preference, and, as I 
44 understand the Constitution, the Legis- 
44 lature has no power to pass such a law.” 
This is very clear and very cogent, hut the 
majority of the Court bave avoided the 
necessity of taking such arguments into 
consideration by confining themselves to a 
purely secular view of the question. 
While, however, it is possitle to bring 
forward such considerations in opposition 
to a law which has already proved a dead 
letter in many parts of the State owing to 
the division of public sentiment, it is evi­ 
dent that the almost accidental decisión of 
the case by a majority of one cannot put 
an end to the agitation of it. Tho very 
fact that so maDy complex considerations 
enter into i t ; that it can be regarded 
either 
as 
a 
temperance 
question, 
a religious 
question, or 
a 
purely 
political question, according to tho idio- 
syncracies of the individual ; and that 
even when treated in the most dispassion­ 
ate manner it is impossible to present it as 
a simple, uninvolved issue ; renders it cer­ 
tain that it will have to be fought out po 
litically, at the polls and in the Legislature, 
and that it will continue to be a living issue 
until it haB been decided in accordance 
with the views of an unquestioned ma­ 
jority of the people. And it is equally 
certain that the evident determination of a 
certain ciaas to force the contest from the 
standpoint of Sabbatarianism—a determina • 
tion which will necessarily be fortified by 
this decision—is calculated to complicate it 
still more, and not improbably to alienate 
the sympathies of many who, if it were 
presented as a simple question of social 
necessity, would be almost certain to ap­ 
prove the general tendencies of the law. 
Legislative and gubernatorial candidates, 
however, will no doubt be catechized by 
both sides as to their standing on the ques­ 
tion. and their utmost ingenuity will be 
re paired in order to save them from Cha- 
rybdis while trying to avoid Scylla. 


PATRIOTS, NOT INSURGENTS. 
The telegraph insists on calling the peo­ 
ple of Herzegovina and Delmatia, who aro 
struggling against the Austrian tyranny, 
44 insurgents.” This is a libel upon men 
who deserve to raDk among the bravest and 
freest people on the earth. They are 
patriots, not insurgents. They are fight­ 
ing to secure their exemption from con­ 
scription in the Austrian army ; a con­ 
scription which the Austrian Government 
has no right whatever to enforce, save the 
right of the strongest, and the enforcement 
of which is virtually a violation of the 
Treaty of Berlin. That Treaty, however, 
was in itself an outrage, in so far a3 it 
related to the occupation of the countries 
which are now the scene of conflict. The 
European powers arrogated to themselves 
a right which none of them possessed when 
they undertook to hand over to Austria 
these free peoples. The Dalmatians and 
Herzegovinians are fighting for their free­ 
dom and their ancient privileges, and they 
ought to command the heartiest sympathy 
of the American people, and what is more 
they ought to be made the objects of 
something more substantial than mere 
sympathy. 


MIKING SPOOKS 
A thrifty mining camp without a liberal 
supply of ghosts is a thing that cannot be 
fournl, and the miner, however intelligent, 
who has not more or less superstition in 
his make up ought to own right away that 
he is gold-digging just for a pastime and is 
not in his “ reg’iar business.” 
Speaking of spooks, the night shift em­ 
ployed awhile ago at the Esgle mine, on 
tho edge of Pine Grove Cemetery, got 
shaken up badly. 
At first they didn’t 
hear anything worse than raps on the tim­ 
bers midway in the incline shaft, which 
pisses under the burying-ground fence as 
it descends, but after a few nights of this 
the sounds changed into shrieks of women, 
groans of men, and cries of children, that 
went echoing through the workings like 
mad. Finally one of the employes actually 
threw up his situation, telling the owner 
of the mine confidentially that while he 
was aiaae in a drift the night before he saw 
a woman right ahead of hiru, leaning 
against the side of the drift, and when he 
asked what she was doing there tho earth 
opened and Bwallowed her up. 
He was 
willing to swear that he saw all this, and 
some of the other men offered to make affi­ 
davits as to the shrieks and groans and 
cries. The sounds were afterwards found 
to be caused by the bell wire that went 
down the shaft rubbing against a spike, but 
the mystery of the woman baa not yet been 
cleared up. 
It is whispered around in certain circles 
that one of the big mines of the district 
(some say the Wyoming), is sorely alllicted 
now with visitants from the mysterious 
bourne, who play all sorts of harmless 
tricks on the workmen. For instance, the 
other night a lot of dinner buckets left in 
the customary place were spirited away, 
and after a long search were found stowed 
in a deserted and lonely part of the work­ 
ings. The miner that let this reportes into 
the secret says that he doesn’t believe in 
ghosts and such like, but he knows mighty 
well no human being did it, becauso every 
man in the mine was right at his post ail 
the time before the discovery. The boys 
say other equally blood-curdling things 
have happened in that locality lately, but 
it’s a matter they don’t like to, talk about, 
and when inquisitive strangers broach it 
they laughingly change the subject. 
Perhaps the strangest case of all is the 
one developed last week at a certain mine, 
where a long time ago an employe met 
with an accident that destroyed his eye­ 
sight. The workmen say that for several 
days past, whenever they approach the 
part of the mine where the catastrophe oc 
curred, their candles aro suddenly extin 
guishei by a puff of wind from an unknown 
quarter. The ventilation is first-rate, and 
there is no chauce for a draft to exert 
itself. The wind only blows while a light 
is trying to burn, and when the fiaine is 
out immediately subsides. Some of the 
miners who have talked it over are expect­ 
ing to hear soon of the death of the blind 
man, who moved away shortly after the ac­ 
cident and was alive when last heard from. 
They don’t tell on what grounds they con­ 
nect the two things, but simply do it.— 
[Nevada Transcript, May 10th.

Lucky 
speculations a few years ago gained him a 
life competence, but ho was to tho erd of his 
days a student and a worker. In 1S79 he was 
elected to represent his countv in the State 
Senate, and at the time of his death was still 
a member of that body. He was chosen 
President protein rf the Senate at its first 
session. He was President of the Republican 
State Convention, which met at Sacramento 
in 1880 to bend delegates to t’no National Con- 
tion of that party nt Chicago. The body was 
taken to San Jose for burial.

Jackson, the son of an Ohio farmer, went 
from Steubenville to Stuttgart, ten years 
ago, to complete his musical education, in­ 
tending to become a professional pianist. 
Too constant practice brought on a partial 
paralysis of the nerves of his hands, and he 
was compelled to give up his project. J. S. 
Potter, of Boston, was then the American 
Consul at Stuttgart. 
He employed Jack­ 
son as a clerk in his office. Americana 
were exceedingly unpopular in that city, 
chiefly through the bad conduct of some 
American students in the Conservatory, 
who had recently snowballed the King of 
Wurtemberg as he walked in a public park, 
besides offering him other indignities on 
several occasions. 
But the feeling was 
gradually overcome, 
principally 
by 
Jackson’s personal tact 
and 
popu­ 
larity, and he became Vice-Consul. 
The King became his friend, and last sum­ 
mer invited him to become a member of 
the royal court of Wurtemberg. 
This 
court is not a highly resplendent body, yet 
the offer dazzled the young American, and 
he has become a German citizen to accept 
if. He is now a baron, with an income 
from the public treasury, and nothing to 
do except to be companionable with 
the King. 
Moreover, he wins favors 
from visiting monarchs. The King of 
Holland has knighted him, and so 
has the King of Saxony aud the 
Emperor of Austria. Baron Jackeon, as de­ 
scribed by a writer in the Boston Herald, 
is short, fat and not handsome; but bis 
eyes 44 have a pleasant, winning expres­ 
sion that lights up his face and makes it 
almost fascinating to those with whom he 
is in contact.”

BACSAMSNrO INVENTIONS. 


Patents have been issued to Benj. J . Bren 
•r and A. G. W aterhouse, Sacramento, fora:

Carle k Croly, of thi# 
oity, have invented and will apply for l 
patent for a new style of book-case. 
I t *i 
designed to rend r the handling of heavp 
volumes more easy, and is f specially adapted 
for mercantile and banking houses end fo 
recorders* and sim ilar offices. 
In all rackn 
where heavy volumes are placed, the hand 
ling of the books occasious severe wear upon 
the lower parts of the binding, caused by 
tho 
dragging of 
th9 
volume 
over 
tfcsi 
front edge of the care or rack, in adjusting 
them to the proper angle when received into 
the hands. 
The mechanism is very simple, 
and in the Bample rack on exhibition works 
admirably. 
In the botton or each niche in 
fitted a flocr, the front third of which is 
beveled to an acjrie at which it is desired to 
have the book emerge. 
A t the upper end of 
this bevel, where it meets the horizontal 
plane of the H oor, is a groove. 
In this groove 
fits a solid wooden rod firmly affixed to a 
second or false hard and polished floor, on 
which the b ook is plaosd. 
By taking hold of 
the top of the book, and pulling it forward, 
ths false floor tilting upon the fulcrum that 
rocks iu the groove, tips forward, and all the 
upper part of the book is at once projected 
from the rack, at an angle proper to throw it 
into the hands oi the receiver, who may then 
w ith slight effort pull it out. 
As the book 
leaves th e rm k f t t í received u p tn BYltlU.r 
outer ledgo. beveled to meet the angle or in-! 
clination of the fl or. 
Thus the book cannotf 
well be drawn over the edge and its lowerj 
binding be rnarred, while the necessity for a 
heavy pull upon the upper part of the back, 
always damaging to large volumes, is wholly 
avoided. 
I t appears to be an excellent de­ 
vice. and to meet a w ant long felt for some 
better system of handling large volumes. If, 
w ith this device, books are lettered <?n the 
back, so that they will stand in the racks up­ 
side down, they can be tilted and thrown into 
the hands and lif;ed out without any “ drag” 
over the fl-or of th i niche whatever, and he 
opened on the receiving shelf without being 
turned ab °ut, aDd thus much handling and 
friction of the backs on the desk will be 
avoided.

In the first Congregational Church yester­ 
day morning Rev. J . (jf H ail preached from 
Jer. ix , 23, 24. 
“ Thus sait'a the Lord, let 
not the wise man glory iu his wisdom, neither 
let the m ighty man glory in his m ig h t; let 
not the rich man glory in Lis riches f but let 
him th at glorieth glory in this, th at he under- 
standelh and kuoweth me, th at I am the 
Lord which exercise loving kindness, judg­ 
m ent and righteousness in the earth ; for in 
these things I delight, snii-h the Lord.” The 
preacher remarked th at persons differ widely 
in their judgm ent of what was most desira­ 
ble, and in the estimate they placed on their 
own attainm ents and capabilities. 
One per­ 
son prides himself on his strength, another 
on bis beauty, and still another on bis intH- 
lectu.d ability. 
The text brings to view 
several common yet improper tubj cts of 
glorying or taking special credit to one's eelf, 
and also an adequate cause for glorying, in 
tho sense of rejoicing andtelf-congratulation. 
1. “ Wisdom is better than strength.” 
By 
the pursuit of knowledge wonderful discover­ 
ies have been 
made, revolutionizing ^ old 
methods of business and giving an entirely 
new phase to the activities of commerce and 
inter communication. 
The Biblelis so far 
from condemning this intellectual activity 
which has produced and is producirg all these 
wonderful results, th at it is precisely in Bible 
lands, and there only, th at this intellectual 
activity is found. 
The Ciuistian is the truest 
free-thinker, ia the better sense of the term . 
The charge that religion would keep men in 
ignorance and superstition, must come either 
from one who is himself the slave of ignor­ 
ance or prejudice, or from a depraved neart, 
caring neither to know nor t.) speak the truth. 
The house of God is a training-school for 
the intellect as 
well 
as 
for the heart. 
W orldly wisdom leads away from God. 
I t 
acknowledges the body—the frame-work^ of 
the universe—but 
denies 
the indwelling 
spirit, which animates and energizes the 
whole. 
One who has obtained a little knowl­ 
edge is often in his own conceit wiser than 
Eeven men that can render a reason. 
“ The 
world by wisdom knew not God.” 
Men 
willfully shut their eyes to the manifold 
proofs of God’s ever-present, 
ever-active 
power and goodness. 
2. More people perhaps pride them sehes on 
their might and prowess than on their wis­ 
dom. 
They do not like to adm it infeiiority 
iu physical strength, much less in courage 
and d'arieg. 
B ut how utterly insignificant 
is all human might compared with God’s ! 
“ Ge.net thou bind the sweet influences ol 
Pieiades or loose the bands of Orion? 
H ast 
thou an arm like God? or canst thou thunder 
with a voice like Him ?” 
All human might 
proceeds from G .d. 
I t is upheld and con­ 
tinued by Him. 
W henever H e wiils it is 
withdrawn and perishes. 
3. If many boast of their wisdom, and 
more of their might, most of al! either pride 
themselves on their wealth or seek for earthly 
riches as the chief good. 
The attainm ent of 
wealth seems to lie within the power—at 
least ths hope—of every man. 
And yet the 
possession, and especially the inheriting of 
great wealth, is far of tener a curse than a 
blessing. 
The model prayer seems rather to 
be th at of Agur : “ Give me neither poverty 
nor riches ; feed me with food convenient for 
me.” There is great tem ptation for the rich 
man to trust in his riches; yet such shall 
hardly enter into the kingdom of God. 
Let 
not the rich man glory in his riches, but let 
him be rich in good works, laying up in store 
for himself a good foundation against the 
time to com?. 
4. The prophet—or rather God through 
the prophet—tells us in w hat a persou may 
properly glory, “ That he understaudeth and 
knoweth me.” 
By this is evidently meant 
an experimental heart knowledge of God, 
and not th at which is merely intellectual. 
It includes the intellect, but involves algo 
the action rf the heart, the affections and the 
will. 
I t is a chiid-iike, loving knowledge. 
S i Christ speaks of things hidden from the 
wise and prudent, but revealed unto babes. 
And the prophet tilings forward certain a ttri­ 
butes of Jehovah in’o special prominence ; his 
loving kindness, judgment and righteousness. 
How constantly Uo we stand in need of God’s 
loving kindness! B ut it is always united 
with righteousness. 
W e are sure th at the 
judgment of God is according to truth against 
them who commit iniquity. The speaker 
closed by exhorting to the exercise of a right 
spirit of trust in God, and tu ru i-g away 
from all improper pursuits and objects of 
glorying. 
A t the Sixth-street M. E. Church yesterday 
morning Rev. T. S. Dunn preached from 
Psilin xxiv , 3, “ W ho shall ascend into the 
hill of the Lord, and w ho shall stand iu His 
holy place ?” I t was about 3 090 years ago. 
David was well established as King over 
Israel. 
The tabernacle ot the wilderness, 
then 400 years old, h:.d been taken from Shi­ 
loh to ltob. 
The ark of the covenant, or 
mercy seat, the most sacred of all the fur­ 
niture, had been separated from the taber­ 
nacle, and was at K irjith jearim . David had 
built a new tabernacle on M t. Z on, and re­ 
solved to move the ark cf the old into the 
new. The speaker here spoke of the immense 
preparations, the first disastrous failure, 
which resulted io leaving the ark at the house 
of Obed-edom for three mouths, and then of 
the second attem pt, which proved a success. 
He told how the Levites were organized into 
bands for the sacred chants And various kinds 
of instrum ental music. 
H e noted the psalms 
th at had been w ritten for the occasion, from 
the 
most sublime of 
which the text 
had 
been taken. 
H e 
d-scribed 
the 
ascent of Zion, the responsive chanting, and 
quoted from the histiry : “ Thus all Israel 
brought up the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord with shouting, and with sound of the 
cornets and with trum pets, and with cym­ 
bals, making a noise with psalteries and 
h arts.” 
The divinest interpretation is spiritual. 
The ark, M ount Zion and the sublime occa­ 
sion were all symb ds of better things than 
appear on the surface. 
These ar 
but the 
drapery of truths th at shall live forever. 
W hat is the letter w ithout the -p irit; w hat 
the embroidered clothes aftfr m other’s darling 
has slipped out of them ? The aik evmbolized 
the divine presence, and M iunt Zion with 
the tabernacle became a sy m b d of commun­ 
ion with God. 
“ W ho shall a csnd into the 
hill of the Lord?" means. W ho shall have 
fellowship with God? The language suggests 
the great need of the soul for communion. 
The soul is etill longing, still hungry after all 
th at earth can give. 
There is something in 
every man too great to be quieted with honor, 
wealth or pleasure. 
As well comfort the pro­ 
found yet disconsolate philosopher with a 
child’s drum or a tin whistle. 
The deepest cry of the human heart is th at 
of Philip to Jesus: “ L r d , show us the 
Father, and it s u f f iC ith us.” 
Divine f »ther- 
h i d implies fellowship. 
The symbol, M ount 
Zion, was intended to carry the thought that 
communion with the Father is bouI elevating. 
Ia the days of external observance, high 
places t o the Jew s had a peculiar charm. 
M )-fs received the law on a mountain. 
The 
blessings and currei were to be pronounced 
from ti e mountain tops ; tho trial of A bra­ 
ham was on a m irataio ; on a mountain 
swept by the wind, and scorched by fire, and 
shaken by the earthquake, E lijih h e a r d the 
“ still suiall voice." 
M*ises Qied ou Nebo, 
end C hrist’s c'o***t for secret prayer wes on 
the mountain. 
His beatitudes were apok n 
from the m o u n t; on the mount he was trans­ 
figured ; on Calvary he was crucified, and 
from Olivet he a-cended to heaven. 
Moun­ 
tains, then, are teachers of spiritual truths, 
the greatest of which is th a t communion with 
God lifts the soul above the common levtl of 
ordinary hum anity. 
From the m ount of prayer we form a just 
estimate of the world. 
The common mistake 
of the natural man is to overestimate the 
world. 
To estim ate a painting you must 
stand aside. 
To form a correct opinion of 
the world ascend the mount, where you may 
»ee the stir of the great babel and not be 
jostled by the crowd. 
How paltry the hon­ 
ors an l wealth of earth when we rise to look 
at “ things spiritual.” 
You have envied the 
great and rich, who live without the fear of 
G id ; as well envy tho huge ox that, deco­ 
rated with ribbons and fl -vers and stepping 
1 1 ir.u-ic, is led for i-how in some great oro- 
ceesion, Ocly to go to the shambles. 
How 
many are waiting for the rich to die, in 
blissful anticipation of a savory financial slice. 
The m oant of prayer lifts its sum m it above the 
clouds 
No man ever appreciated fog until 
he looked down upon its npper side from a 
mountain top. 
A sea of burnished silver in 
the sunli, lit 
I t was from the mnuut of 
prayer th at Paul could say, “ W e glory in 
tribnlati ms al* 
From the m ount cf ^com* 
munisn the soul is fiiied with gratitude. 
Paul’s order was. “ Prayer, supplication and 
thanksgiving.” 
Heaven is everlasting grati­ 
tude. expressed by “ Bless the Lord, O my 
s ml.” 
Hell ia an everlasting ingratitude and 
dissatisfaction ‘inexoressible. 
The speaker 
chi-'-d by answering the question, “ Who 
Shall A scend?’ etc., dwelling briefly njion 
the context, “ He th at hath clean hands and 
a pure heart, hath not lifted up his soul unto 
vanity, nor sw >m deceitfully,” emphasiring 
tho practical duties belonging to a Christian 
life, and giving reasons why many do not 
have a more abiding and richer fellowship 
with the Father.

BREVITIES. 


E ds. R ecord-U sio n : As there seems to 
ba a doubt among some of our citizens as to 
w hether the revenue from the W ater W orks 
is bring properly applied, yen will oblige me 
by publishing the follow ing: In 1858, under 
an A ct of the legislature, the city of Sacra­ 
mento called id, funded and refunded her out­ 
standing indebtedness. 
T hat A ct specially 
set forth th at 55 per cent, of the revenue de­ 
rived from and within the city lim its for 
municipal purposes, viz., “ Taxes, licenses, 
harbor dues, water rents, aDd fines collected 
in the M ayor’s Court or otherwise,” should be 
applied to the paym ent of the interest on 
said bonds and the final redemption of the 
same. 
There was surrendered at th at time 
81,471,755 77, and bonds t‘> that amount is­ 
sued iu lieu thereof. 
Said indebtedness sur­ 
rendered consisted of the following items :

Comparing the itemized amounts to the 
whole, it will be seen th at the W ater Works 
owed about one-fifth of it, and was not only le­ 
gally but also honorably liable for that propor 
tion of the debt, the interest of which, in ri -and 
numbers, amounts to $90,000 per year. Now 
the water interest havipg created one-fifth of 
the debt, ought, by all honorable reasoning, 
pay th at proportion of the 890,000 each year. 
L ast year it did so, and how anyone can say 
the water interest should not pay its just pro­ 
portion is more than I can comprehend. 
It 
is a plain proposition th at the W ater W orks 
created one-fifth of the present debt, and, bv 
adding improvements, failed to pay its part 
of the interest for a number of years, and 
only commenced again to appropriate its pro­ 
portion withing the last eighteen months—55 
per cent, on about an average of $32,000 per 
year received into the Treasury, net, from 
th at source, which ia about $18,000, or ono- 
fitth of the interest annually accruing on the 
debt.

They are to hold offiea not exceeding two 
years. 
They shall investigate the alcoholic 
liquor trafii \ its relations to the revenue and 
taxation, and its general economic, criminal, 
moral and scientific aspects in connection 
wish pauperism, crime, social vice, public 
health and the general welfare. 
They shall 
require into the principal results of license as 
against prohibitory legislation. 
These Com­ 
missioners aro to serve without salary, and to 
report within eighteen months after the pas­ 
sage of the Act. An appropriation of 810,000 
is made far their expenses.

LAWLESS 
DESPERADOES 
IN 
LAKE 


COUNTY. 


George Law, who murdered the Calavan 
boy, on February 13th, about ten mile3 
east of Laugell valley, in vicinity of the 
State line between Modoc and Lake coun­ 
ties, which we mentioned several days ago, 
is a noted desperado, and chief of the Bo­ 
nanza Regulators, an organization to pre­ 
vent settlers from locating in the vicinity of 
Bonanza. 
Other persons have been killed 
suspiciously on former occasions, chargeable 
to these regulators, who seem to govern 
that portion of Lake county w ith as much 
terror as the cowboys in Arizona. 
The 
father of these boys was clubbed sometime 
ago, and just before an old man was found 
murdered iu his cabiD, who had taken up 
some land for a home. 
The tw o boys, 
when accosted by Law, expected trouble, 
as threats had been previously made, and 
the older boy, age 19, had his pistol cocked 
as quick as Law had his W inchester 
oocked, 
both 
firing 
instantly, 
though 
the 
younger 
boy, 
aged 
15, 
said 
be­ 
fore 
his 
death 
that 
Law 
tired 
first. 
Law 
followed 
the 
boys 
for 
a 
fight, 
.as they were not disturbing him, and only 
looking on the feed grounds for some of 
their missing cattle. 
The oldest boy fired 
his revolver six times at Law, in retnrn for 
as many rifle shots, and then told h¡B 
younger brother, who was unarmed, to run 
his horse at full speed for home, as he had 
no shots left. 
A s the boy started Law 
commenced shooting at him, and noticing 
he was wounded, the older boy sung out to 
him to let go the bridle rein and hang to 
the saddle, the latter taking to tho brush, 
as his horse was wounded and unable to 
travel. 
The elder Calavan boy felt a bullet 
pa3S close by his cheek while in the brush, 
supposed to he young Law’s rifle, and haog- 
ing his coat in the brush as a blind he man­ 
aged to crawl away and escape to his cabin, 
where the younger brother had pulled off 
his boots and appeared to be iu a dying 
condition, though able to talk. 
The elder 
boy then procured medical assistance from 
Laugell valley, but could not save him. 
A large poeae of citizens, about a dozen or 
more, headed by the Constable of Bo­ 
nanza, started to Law’s place to arrest 
him. 
The Constable thought it best for 
only three of the^n to go to Law’s place, 
as he might othe^vise show fight. 
A c­ 
cordingly they succeeded in making the 
arrest, bat young Law, aged about 20, got 
the drop on the officer, compelling him to 
surrender, and, wheeling around quickly, 
obliged the other two men to do the same. 
Young Law, assisted by his father and two 
other persons, after causing the Constable 
and the two citizens to leave, conclnded to 
follow them, and run them down to where 
the balance of the citizens were secreted, 
who, 
having formed themselves into a 
circle, succeeded in Bccuring young I.aw 
aud two other men named Gordon and Mc- 
Killeu, the old man getting away. 
The 
elder Law was defiant, and sai.l he would 
not be taken alive, though it is said he has 
given himself up, and was bound over by 
the Bonanza Justice, tho ethers being dis­ 
charged. 
There seems to he some doubt 
whether the murder was committed in 
Oregon or California. 
There is a strong 
feeling against these regulators in both 
Lake and Modoc counties, an 1 the necks 
of Law and others will not be safe from 
Judge L jnch if they can be caught r.way 
from their stronghold.—[Yreka Journal, 
March Sth.

B. fo 3 judgn ent was pronounced, 
Lynch took the stand, testifying that he 
tuppi rted a family of three children, and 
that he had no means beyond daily wages. 
If sent to the State Prison he had no idea 
what would become of his children. 
The 
Court, in imposing sentence, said : “ This 
sentence causes me sincere grief. 
The de­ 
fendant was represented on his trial, mod­ 
estly, ahly and with great power, by Harvey 
S BrowD, who stated he was his friend. 
There is but one man in the State for whom 
Í entertain as much affVction as I have for 
Mr. Brown. 
The difendant also showed 
hy a great number cf witnesses from the 
very best men in onr social and commercial 
classes that he had been considered an 
honest, reputable man and a gentleman. 
The jury, also, have asked me to make the 
sentence as light as possible. I always pay 
attention to such requests from juries, hut 
I think that upon piints where pure 
justice is concerned, aud when sympathy 
and humanity should not play a part, I am 
in a position to act more wisely than any 
jury of twelve men can. 
The defendant 
has been described as an old, gray-haired 
m in ; he is not precisely that ; as a gentle, 
pure hearted, pnre-minded, kind man ; he 
is not precisely that. 
The proof shows 
that for years he has lived with, and loved 
and quarreled with and got drunk with, a 
woman not his wife, whom his counsel said 
was a very rough woman. 1 have no doubt 
he was very drunk at the moment he fired 
this slo t, and I do not think that at that 
very moment he intended to kill thepolioe- 
man, but the ‘old A dam ' was strong in 
him, and he feared arrest for drnnkenftess, 
and' he took the chances and fired the shot. 
He must take the consequences.” 
The 
Court sentenced him to two years in the 
State Prison, the lightest 
puniihm ent 
known for the offense, tho Court adding : 
“ Here a policeman, so far as the proof 
shows, in the exercise of a kindly official 
act, was shot in the head, lost an eye, and 
possibly and even probably will bo pre­ 
vented from ever making a living for him­ 
self and his family iu his declining years.”
